What He Needs ‘to ‘Play 

_;* FITNESS: ESSENTIAL. 
What does a, first-class lawn 
tennis player need to ‘help him to 
play his best game? First‘ of all, 
a good court is wanted. The Wim- 
dledon standard is, no doubt, the 
right, one, ‘but i: is hardly attain- 
ed elsewhere. The chief joy of the 
Wimbledon courts is their uniform 
excellence, writes E. J. Sampson 
in the Manchester ‘Guardian. 
Other. clubs will have. “show” 
courts—those on which the “star” 
matches (the money-makers) are 
staged—up to'a very high atand- 
ard, but the others are often poor.’ 
(This provides another inducement 
to the “rabbit” to become. first- 
class.) Hard courts differ also in 
quality. Some have a shifting and 
treachérous surface, some are too 
fast, others too slow. The first- 
class player has to accommodate 
his game to all surfaces. Thus, 
did not Miss Nuthall recount the 
number of different courts she had 
had to play on in America—'en 
tout cas,” cement, asphalt, and 
others?

"POINTS IN DRIVING MANNERS. 


On the subject of road courtesy 
and behaviour towards other users 
everything that can be said has 
beet’ said many a time before, Re- 
petition, ‘however, is justified, ‘at 
present on account of the seasonal 
influx of motorists who hitherto 
have taken a detached view of the 
niceties of driving behaviour. , 

- The really important point to 
bear in mind is that everyone in 
charge of a motor vehicle should 
behave to others as he would like 
them to behave to him. It'is 80 
easy to be selfish, obstructive, and 
otherwise | discourteous; but,. if 
we only take a little trouble, it is 
equally easy to behave in the op- 
posite manner, and unquestionably 
consideration for others makes 
driving for all a real pleasure in- 
stead of some times a penance. 
‘Make the fullest possible use of the 
road,.and@ allow the other ‘fellow. 
ag much; and not as little, room as 
is possible. By so doing you will 
greatly asaist in speeding up the 
traffic and, incidentally, relleve 

* yourself of many ap irritating de- 
Jay. 

Never bring the car to rest on or 
near a corner or curve, particulars 
ly when there is a white line divid- 
ing the road at such a point. . A 
stationary ‘obstruction in fhe 
neighbourhood of a corner means 

_@ blind spot and_danger for pass- 
ing vehicles. 

Again, when it is necessary to 
make hand signals, make them 
clearly and do not be content with 
negligently hanging two or three 
fingers over the side of the car and 
moving them vaguely in gestures 
that overtaking . drivers cannot 
possibly interpret with certainty, 
Never turn to the: right ‘either 
across the line of approaching 
vehicles or in such a way as possibly 
to interfere with an overtaking 
driver without making the “right 
‘turn” signal by holding the right 
arm straight out to the side and 
Keeping ft steady. Also, it fs ‘of 
the utmost importance to give any 
signals in ample time for them to 
be acted upon by others.—‘Auto- 
car.’ :

Grounds For Optimism. 

Te manner’ in which the 
British car industry has out- 
stripped the foreigner In the home 
market is amply demonstrated by 
the registration figures for last 
year.
